McCracken have returned from a trip 
to Ardmore, Okla., where they found 
J. T. Hill, wanted in this county on a 
charge of bootlegging whiskey. 
Hill 
was brought back by Hie officers and 
put in jai!. 
He lias been a fugitive 
since the night in June, 1914, when lie 
and 
a number of other prisoners 
broke jail and made their escape. 
A f t e i leaving the jail, Hill and a com­ 
panion walked to St. Joe in Monta­ 
gue county. where they caught a train 
for Oklahoma. 
Al Thackerville the 
men were put off the train. 
They 
separated at Thackerville, Hill going 
north into Kansas and Minnesota. 
Then he went into Canada, where he 
worked at odd jobs for several weeks. 
Returning south by easy stages Hill 
located with his brother-in-law near 
Ardmore. 
He pitched a tent near his 
relative’s farm, and with his four 
motherless children he set up house­ 
keeping. 
He engagedJn the wood- 
chopping 
business and everything 
ran smoothly, until one day he and 
his 
brother-in-law quarreled. 
To 
“ get even” the brother-in-law went to 
Ardmore and told the officers that Hill 
was a fugitive from justice, and that 
he was wanted in W ise county on 
‘bootlegging charge. * The Ardmore 
officers arrested Hill and notified the 
sheriff’s department here. 
It 1s- re­ 
ported that this brother-in-law pass­ 
ed through here a short time before 
Hill’s arrest, in 1914, with a wagon­ 
load of booze, and it is believed the 
cargo was sold by him in Oklahoma.

Station 
Poultrymen 
Con­ 
fronted With Hen Which Laid 
314 Eggs In 365 Days. 


Not very many years ago the 200- 
egg hen made her appearance. 
She 
was not greeted with open arms by 
poultrymen, but was rather considered 
to be a freak—an exceptional being 
that would not perpetuate her kind. 
Her cool reception, however, was no 
more than over before the 200-egg 
hen became a ’ common” occurrence. 
in the four Missouri egg-laying con­ 
tests 249 hens (or 10%) laid 200 eggs 
or over. 
The individual record last 
year went to a Buff Wyandotte with 
247; lr. the Connecticut contest, a 
Rhode Island Red laid 257 eggs in th<* 
same period. 
But with the close of the Philadel­ 
phia-North American contest at the 
Delaware station poultrymen are con­ 
fronted with a hen which laid 314 
eggs in 365 days; Oregon hens have 
also produced over 300 eggs in a year. 
How is the 300-egg hen being re­ 
ceived? Almost in the same way as 
was 
the 
200-egg 
hen. 
Wonderful 
strides have been made and will be 
made to get high producers. But the 
real problem before poultrymen is to 
perpetuate the egg laying qualities 
which have been developed. The 300- 
egg hen may soon be classed in the 
same way that the 200-egg hen was 
classed a few years ago. 
Poultrymen may well bo proud of 
what they have accomplished, 
but 
they cannot rest satisfied until they 
perpetuate the desired qualities. And 
that takes years of experience and 
careful selection —Orange Judd runn­ 
er.

trials and difficulties of the laborer, and ike laborer cannot see that his 
employer-may also have great difficulties to encounter in ‘keeping the mill 
going.' 
Let the capitalist put himself In tit® place of the laborer and the 
laborer in the place of the capitalist appl study pach other’-, problems. 
Be it said to the credit of many employers, th e y would like to m a k e more 
favorable working conditions and pay better wages, but they have competitors 1 
in the same line of business who will make no change for Hie betterment of 
their labor and a man in business can scarcely make concessions which his { 
competitors will not make, but when a change is demanded by labor, it can- 1 
not be convinced that the employer would be glad to make the change if his I 
competitors would do likewise. 
If the laborer hears of his employer at all. it is most probably through i 
the press where he sees an account or his being abroad in company with 
Kings or princes, displaying his wealth that he may he admitted into royal ! 
society, or perhaps he sees where his employer his just given a million to 
the church or charlies, while the wife and children of him whose calloused 
hands helped to produce that million are in tho most direful circumstances. 
It needs no argument to prove that this is not calculated to create a genuine 
sympathy on The part of employe for his employer. 
I am persuaded that It 
is more charitable for employer? to distribute the earnings of their industries 
above a reasonable return on their money among th ■ men who co-operate with. 
tire machine in producing bis wealth than to contribute large sums to charily 
and sound the bugle that th© gift might be noted in the press. 
Employers visit your enterprises and your laborers and see the discom­ 
forts and even the misery they sometimes endure and your charity may be 
kindled towards them. Employes, make the success of your employer's busi­ 
ness your chief object and then demand a just share or tile success ye,ii tun a 
made for him.

CULTIVATION FOR CORN CROP 


Keeping Surface in Fair Condition and 
Free From Weeds Will Be Found 
of Greatest Value. 


In view of th*1 common belief and 
prac tice that corn should be cultivated 
frequently experiments conducted on 
an Illinois farm arc quite significant. 
One field was left uncultivated; on 
a second weeds were cut with as little 
disturbance to the soil as possible; on 
a third cultivation was given in the 
usual way. 
The first had almost no 
crop; the second gave 47.3 bushels of 
oorn; the third 42.9 bushels. In other 
words, lack of cultivation was better 
than cultivation provided the weeds 
were kept down. The reason evident­ 
ly was that corn, being a surface 
feeder, was able to get more plant 
food on uncultivated soil. Similar re­ 
sults were said to have been secured 
even In dry years. 
While experience seems to indicate 
that abundant cultivation is good for 
most crops, with corn there It good 
reason for believing that as shallow 
and Infrequent cultivation as will leavs 
the surface in fair condition and 
keep the ground free of weeds will bs 
of most vslue.

ON O U R E D U C A T IO N A L S Y S T E M . 
Our educational system is more in need of intelli­ 
gent consideration than any other public institution sup­ 
ported by the people. 
There has been much said and > 
done about our penitentiary system and making good 
citizens out of criminals Is a laudable undertaking, but 
children are more important and more numerous than j 
convicts, and w« should all go to school a part of the 
time and keep out of the penitentiary all the time. 
Our 
educational system has defects both natural and acquired 
which should bn remedied. I will mention a few of 
them; . 
We have in Texas a half million children of schol- I 
astlc age that do nor attend school. The census enumer­ 
ators found that 42 per cent of our children of school 
age were not enrolled in any kind of a school. 
The average annual attend­ 
ance of those who do enter is 56 days, 
and we rauk 42nd with other 8tates 
Iii 
this respect. Seven per cent of our 
white and 25 per cent of our colored 
population that is ten years of at.e and over is unable to read and write, sud 
lf we do not overcome illiteracy 
more rapidly in the future than wo have in 
the past 
decade, it will require three generations for all our people to be­ 
come able to read and write. 
A comparison of our percentage of illiteracy 
‘lith other states shows that we rank 86th and we have remained stationary 
in relative 
position during the past decade. 
This defect could, it seems, 
be best remedied 
by a compulsory educational law, and the Farmers’ Union 
bas always 
stood tor such legislation. T^xas is one of tLe six remaining I 
states that luis never adopted a compulsory educational law, and these states 
irs at the bottom of the list In illiteracy. 
Turning to the other extieme w’e will examine the finished product of our 
’durational system regarding the State University as a basis. 
In looking 
aver a recent bulletin issued by the University listing the occupations of 
nearly a thousand graduates after leaving the University we find that 53 
per cont hu\e been elected to office, and probably half the remainder were 
beaten in the race for office, making a total of 75 per cent politicians with. 
of course, an occasional statesman. 
Many of these boys soon after they 
graduate get into the legislature and sow their wild oats on the statute 
books. Thirtv-flve per cent of the Univereity’s male graduate are lawyers, f 
md many times they take good plow hands and make pool law yers out of 
them 
Every time the University turns out a lawyer it thrusts upon society 
an expense of thousands of dollars, and it costs the people approximately 
$800.00 to educate one. for the tax payer support/* the University. 
It must > 
bo said to the credit of the University, however, thai it has among its grad­ 
uates some of the most copable citizens of Texas. 
The farmers of thin state want the University and favor higher educa-: 
lion and we must have lawyers in reasonable quantities and statesmen are 
a necessity in government, but the educational system of Texas needs g 
general overhauling, and the farmers want lo hear the subject discussed.

Th# T e x a s Economic league invites the people of 
Texas into a discussion of citizenship, but before we can 
intelligently siudy so important a subject we must first 
define it. 
What is citizenship? Who irf the best Ameri­ 
can citizen* 
Search the etatute books for a definition 
of citizens!*p and unless one is a member of the legal 
profession we immediately become entangled in a laby­ 
rinth of confusing and oftiraes contradictory laws seek­ 
ing to promote ar restrain most every form of human 
activity, much of them good, some of thorn bad and eld­ 
ers indifferent. But laws come and go; the C eastltutioajs 
permanent. 
The preamble of our Federal O liifikitM l 
states A al our government ie organised fa faro Its 
salts liberty and happiness. Read tbs Dsslaratlon et Independence and 
Constitution of the United State* and one cannot esoape the conclusion 
the best American cltlsen is he who is most frfp, patriotic, last, happy 
native and who hands down to posterity a civilization more capable 
found It. The spirit of our country is freedom and no mas eau 
true American citlaon unless he is free. 
Turning a moment from documents of Blate perhaps 
on citizenship, and one universally accepted by the public 
national Dictionary, which defines a cltlsen as ‘A member c . , 
native or naturalised, of either sox who owes allegiance to govern went ah i 
!g entitled to reciprocal proteotlon from ft.” Further, ‘A citizen as snfb Ic 
entitled to tho protection of Ufo, liberty snd property at homo and abfafai* 
We now have before as the authoritative definition of clticeashlp by both 
government and society and in order that the moat humble citizen may fool 
perfectly free to enter into a study and discussion of this subject* t will briefly 
outline my conception of what citizenship involves, for the work of the 
Economic League wi^l be in vain lf the most lowly citizen does not fed web 
to give serious thought and expression to his obligation to government abd 
bls responsibility to his fellow men. 
Applied to able-bodied adult males, with which T take it we will have 
chiefly to do, a citizen’s duty, in return for the rights, privilege aud protection 
outlined above, would seem to be; First, to expend sufficient labor in produc­ 
tion, or auxiliary occupations, viz., manufacture, transportation and distri­ 
bution, to support himself and his family in comfort. Second, 
conform to 
all laws framed In the interest of society under the Constitution. Third, con 
tribute his just proportion to the maintenance of government in personal 
time, payment of taxes or, if need be, bearing arms In the defense of the 
nation. 
In reaching the above conclusions I have assumed that under our 
system of government citizens are owners in common and are entitled to the 
rights and benefits of government during the term of their natural lives and 
for such period only.
